When requested addlmoﬁal data perta'm.mg: to de-
sign, construction, materials and equlpment shall be submltted to the
department for approval

(5) Apphcatwn or approval. A plans approval application form shall
be included with the plans submitted to the department for examination
and approval. The department shall review and make a determination
on an application for plan review within 156 business days of receipt of the
application and all forms, fees, plans and documents required to com-
plete the review as specified in s. ILHR 2,07 (3).

(a) Conditional approval, If, upon examination, the department deter-
mines that the plans and the applicatlon for approval substantially con-
form to the provisions of this code, a conditional approval, in writing,
wiil be granted.

(b) Denial of approval. If the department determines that the b]ans or
the application do not substantially conform to the prov1s:ons of this
cade, the application for conditional approval will be denied, in writing.

Note: A letter will be sent to the designer and the owner of record with a statement reiatm%
to the examination of the plans and citing the conditions of appmval or denial, The plans wil
be dated and stamped “"conditionally approved™ or *‘not approved,” whichever applies, The
depariment will retain one copy of the plans for all projects, The department will forward one
copy of the plans for projects of less than 100,000 cubic feet and alteratmns of less than
3100,000 estimated cost to the state building inspector of record, The remammg plans will be
returned to the person designated on the plans approval application,

ILHIR 50.125 Wisconsin insignia, A Wisconsin insignia shall be mstalled
on a manufactured multi-family dwelling approved by the department
and inspected at the manufacturing plant.

(13 AFFIXING WISCONSIN INSIGNIA, Each Wisconsin insignia shall be
assigned and affixed to a specific manufacctured multi-family dwelling in
the manner approved by the department before it is shipped from the
manufacturmg plant. The serial number shall be located on the manufac-
turer’s data plate.

- {2} MANUPACTURER'S RESPONSIBILITIES. (a) Imsignia records. The
manufacturer shall keep permanent records regarding the handling of all
Wisconsin insignias indicating the number of Wisconsin insignias which

“(3) INSIGNIA SUSPENSION AND REVOCATION. The department may sus-
pend or revoke its approval if it determines that the standards for con-
struction or the manufacture and installation of a manufactured multi-
family dwelling do not meet this code or that such standards are not
being enforced as required by this code,

(a) Upon suspension or revocation of the approval, no further insignias
shall be attached to any manufactured multi-family dwelling with re-
spect to which_ the approval was suspended or revoked,

(b} Upon suspension or revocation of the approval, all insignias allo-
cated to the manufacturer shall be returned to the department no later
than 30 days from the effective date.
